July 15.—The Anti-Sa- 
loon League is preparing to build a fire 
under Governor Cox.

“a liar and a grafter.’’ Now’ the: Rev. 
Mr. Baker has summoned the National 
Executive Council of the League to meet 
in this city next Thursday and, friends 
of Governor Cox, as well as his op- 
ponents, are eagerly awaiting aga rat 
‘ments. , 

Although the national platforms © of 
both the leading parties,are silent on 


prohibition eriforcement, the league is 
anxious to,have the question injected 
into-the ¢atmipaign. The National Execu- 
tive Council has been summoned to con- 
sider national questions, and it was ad- 
mitted at the focal Anti-Saloon League 
headquarters fhat the call was broad

Produce Letter of July-6, Prom- 
ising Hearing—Ask Meaning 
of His Pro-Suffrage Talk. 


NEW. ATTACK BY WOMEN 


Thirty-five States Called Worth- 
less Without the Thirty-sixth 
—Action Is Demanded.

WASHINGTON, July 15.—Statements 
issued this afternoon by both suffragists 
and anti-suffragists indicate that Sen- 
ator Harding is “‘ between the devil and 
the deep sea” in the suffrage issue. His 
complaint’ in the morning papers that 
the Republican Party was not receiving 


credit for promoting the suffrage cause, | 


and stating thatshe would even aid a 
Democratic Legislature to. supply the 
needed thirty-sixth State, was ahem 
by both camps. 

The anti-suffragists produced a letter 
written by Senator, Harding July 6 in 
which he said he refused to. be the par- 
tisan of any particular: group. The suf- 
fragists charged the Reptiblican candi- 
date with evading his responsibility, and 
chided him with failing to mention that 
Republican Governors in Vermont and 
Connecticut had barred ‘the progress of 
the Federal amendment. 

The letter written by Senator Harding 
to Mrs. Horace Brock, Chairman. of the 
Republicah section of the anti-suffrage 
movement, and given’ out hére by Miss 
Mary G. Kilbreth, Presiderit of the Na- 
tional- Association. Opposed to Woman 
Suffrage, reads: 

. Marion, Ohio, July 6, 1920. 

Mrs. Horace Brock, 

Chairman Republican Section Na- 
tional Association Opposed to Wo- 
man Suffrage. 

My dear Mrs. Brock: 

Your letter of June 18 came to the 
office in due season, but was delayed” 
in coming to my. personal attention 
because I was so,engaged that I could 
not find time for ‘mail réquiring my 
personal attention. 

I shall not attempt to reply to your 
letter in detail, but I should like you 
and the other members to know that 
I have ever an ear for any one who 
may ask to be heard, no matter what 
the question may be, so far as it is 
one which may be betomingly dis- 
cussed in a feeling of interest in 
American progress. I should quite as 
readily give,a hearing to those who 
are opposed to woman suffrage. 

I do not mean to be a candidate who 
is the partisan of any. particular cramp 
in our American activities. 

I am very glad to have the sugges- 
tions contained in your letter and you 
can be very fully. assured that they 
will be given thoughtful consideration.

SPA, July 15 (By Telephone to Lon- 
don and Thence by Cable).—The amaz- 
ing and skillful diplomatic game played 
at Spa during the past week over the 
question of coal is about to be ended in 
a result that is so complicated that it is 
difficult to say who wins in the battle 
of wits between Herr Stinnes on the 
one side and M. Millerand on the other. 
One cannot say the Germans lost. 


Neither can one say. the French Prime } 


Minister lost. Probably the-real victory 
goes to Lioyd George for preventing the 
breaking up. of the confergnce. 

Roughly speaking, the settlement is 
this: Germany agrees to deliver the 
2,000,000 tons of coal monthly the Allies 
demanded. On the other hand, she gets 
a loan of about $100,000,000, based on the 
value of her coal deliveries, together 
with other concessions. 

This did not go “all the way to meet 
the Germans, but it was far enough to 
make a settlement a foregone conclu- 
sion. ‘Thus the Germans have dodged 
the Allied ultimatum in a highly skiliful 
if somtwhat deceitful manner, since 
Stinnes has obtained for the Germans 


much better terms than could have been |_ 


had Without him and Simons has saved 
Germany the humiliation of the occupa- 
tion of the Ruhr. 

Credit Mdy Be Increased. 

The Germans also get an Allied prom- 
isé that whether Germany or Poland 
wins the Silesian plebiscite, Germany 
will be assured of a coal supply ffom 
that region. It appears certain that if the 
$100,000,000 credit for six months works 
out all right this system will be. ex- 
tended, and ‘& $200,000,000 annual credit 
is very valuable to Germany.

CHICAGO, July 15.—“‘ Umbrélla Mike ”* 
Boyle, head of -Electrical Workers’ Un- 
ion, No. 134, recently released from pris- 
on by a commutation of sentence grant- 
ed by -President Wilson, called without 
warning today a strike of 300 electrical 
engineers which tied up a largé part of 
Chicago’s surface car system, and 
caused the death of a girl and injury 


to twenty other persons. 4 
One of Boyle’s first moves was to call 


Pier. The five men employed- there 
walked out, shutting off the pleasure 
ground of thouscnds of poor people. 

Then he called strikes. in the Muni- 
cipaf Building, shutting down elevators 
and other.service. Garbage collectors 
weré called out and the street: cleaners 
were ordered off their work. 

Approximately 6,000 conductors and 
motormen had a day of enforced. idle- 
ness: 

‘* Just what is the reason for this 
strike, this calling out of the electrical 
engineers in the power houses of’ the 
street car lines? ’’ asked reporters. 

“Listen,” responded Boyle, ‘‘I am 
sick and tired. of having reporters ask 
mé about this thing. I don’t want’ to 
talk about it.’’ 

“* How about a settlement?’ 

‘“*I don't know. I’m sleepy now and 
don’t want to talk,’’ and he ended ‘the 
interview, leaving Chicago’s population 
to get to work: and back home as best 
it might. 

Boyle was sentenced to prison by 
Judge Landis after a sensational trial 
in which he was convicted of extortion 
and other offenses against the federal 
laws and the, peace of the community. 

“It’s going to cost somebody some- 
thing,’’ was ‘‘ Umbrella’s ’’ comment as 
he came out of prison.

He 
shook his head sadly as he saw this 
new boat, the apple of his eye, trailing 
along after Resolute in the thunder- 
storm. And then for a long time, -it 
seemed a month, the darkness hid‘ the 
yachts from view. and no one aboard 
knew how the challehger was faring.

A dun haze veiled the ‘' horseshoe” 
where Shamrock and Resolute lay at 
their moorings, in the shelter of Sandy 
Hook, when the torpedo boat destroyer 
Semmes, carrying the newspaper corre- 
spondenta, arrived at 10 o’clock.

FREE ICE IN BROOKLYN. 


Thirty-one Tons Distributed Dally 
to ‘Poor Families. TS 


The demand for free ice by the poor 
families of Brooklyn has been so great 
that John N. Harmen, Chairman of the 
Brooklyn Bureau of .the Mayor's Ice 
Committee, has increased the number 
of distributing stations from twenty-six 
to thirty-one since the first of July, 
when the distribution of free ice bega7. 
Stations have been established in prac- 
tically all of the peorer sections of that 
borough, and in™ some neighborhoods, 
where the congestion is greatest and 
the need most apparent, the stations 
have .been located within a short dis- 
tance of each other, so that every poor 





family may receive its daily allotment 


of free ice during the hot spells. 

Mr. Harman reports that each family: 
is being daily supplied with a twenty- 
pound piece, and on Saturdays the sup- 
ply is doubled so as to provide for 
Sunday, He says that the daily dis- 
tribution totals over thirty-one tons of 
ice. A cemplete supply of season tickets 
is now n the Hands of dstributers in 
all sections of.the borough, from whom 
they can be readily procured by any 
poor family. The Chairman says that 
the Brookiyn Bureau of the Mayor's 
Ice Committee is daily receiving con-! 
gratulatory letters from clergymen of 
all. denominations, from charitable 
organizations. and from __ philanthropic 
Brooklyn citizens on the work accom- 
plished, and that he intends to. keep on 
establishing distributing stations and 
distributing tickets until every poor 
section of Brooklyn has been covered 
and every poor family supplied.

6f the many books on interna- 
tional issues put forth by the Carnegie 
Endowment in Washington. ‘hile he 
is not formally a member of the com- 
mitteé, he has been given almost equal 
rank with Mr. Root as advisér and 
translator. 

It 18 another anomaly, perhaps,’ to 
many people, that two Améfié¢an’ should 
take part ih this vitel work of the 
Léeagiic of Nations when the United 
States is ndt a member of the League. 
They do not represént the United States 
in any Sensé, for they Have beén ap- 
pointed directly by the Counéil of the 
League on the basis of their very high 
standing among the leading jufists of 
the World. They are thereféré on the 
same footing as the other. members of 
the committee, namély, éminént jurists 
sunimoned by an ititerhational organiza- 
tion to perfect plans for.@ world court. 

Nevertheless, their positioh 48 Améri- 
éans adds to the uniqueness of their 
préseficé, for the statesmen of Hurope 
are only too willing to recognize the 
bigness of spirit and viewpoint which 
allowed Mf. Root, especially; with his 
well-known political position in th 
United States, to accept ah appointmen 
by an organization which his own cotin- 
try, and even his own political party, 
had done miuch to damage. Mhé fact 
that he has beén willing to strve is 
taken, whether rightly or wrongly, as 
an indication that this foremost of 
American statesmen accepts at least the 
broad lines of the existing League. 

The committeé had not been sitting 
a week before it was possible to fore- 
éast that the éourt would follow exactly 
the linés of the Supreme Court of 
the United States.

DIES OF OLD X-RAY BURNS. 


Dr. Thomas J. Buchanan Was a 
Pioneer in X-Ray Experiments. 


TOMS RIVER; N. J, July 15.—Dr. 
Thomas Jefferson Buchanan, a pioneer 
in the study of the effects ef X-rays on 
malignant growths, is dead as the re- 
sult of X-ray burns receivéd in experi- 
ments fifteen years ago. He was the 
first physician at .Jefferson Hospital, 
Philadelphia, to experiment with the 
X-ray and constant exposure caused a 
breakdown of the tissue. The burns ap- 
peared first on a finger.of the right 
hand, making it necessary to have it 
amputated. The burns ‘then broke out 
under the right arm and three weeks 
ago spread across the chest, confining 
the physician to his bed. 

Dr. Buchanan was 61 yeafs old and a 
graduate of Jefferson College. He de- 
voted nearly his entire life to work in 
Jefferson Hospital. Five years ago he 
established the Toms River Hospital, 
and also acted in an advisory capacity 
at the Jefferson Hospitals He was a 
member of the Médical Society, the 
Mutual Republican Club, Philadelphia, 
the. Philadelphia Board of Education, 
President of the Crescent Boat Club, 
Philadelphia, and of many societies 
here. He had made his Summer home 
here for the last forty years.

| with Homer Against Right 
Field Stand. 


EQUALS RECORD FOR 1919 


Mighty Blow Brings Babe Even 
with His Own Mark and De- 
feats St. Louis, 13 to 10. 


Bodie’s Catch Bright Fielding Gem— 
Extra-Base Hits by Both Teams 
Distinguish Contest. 


Babe Ruth’s ambition to shatter his 
1919 home run record is all but realized. 
In thé eleventh inning of a hurly-burly 
slnugging bee at the Polo Grounds yes- 
térday the mightiest of maulers drove 
te ball against the top of the right field 
grand stand with two Yankees on the 
bases and carried his team to victory 
over the St. Louis Browns, 13 to 10. 
It was Babe's twenty-ninth circuit drive 
of the season, a mark which no major 
league player ever reached until Ruth 
turned the trick last year. 

It was a tremendous thump on which 
the Ruth of 1920 came on even terms 
with the Ruth of a year ago. Twice 
during the last few days Ruth had driv- 
en into the lower stand for home runs, 


something that did not happen until last 
poveme The epoch-making clout which 
arriv yesterday hit about three feet 
from the top of the a stand roof 
and not more than six feet from the 
extreme end of the stand. <A few feet 
either way would have been enou to 
carry the ball over the top or ali the 
way to the runway from the elévated 
station to the upper deck. From the 
moment B: the ball there was 
no doubt about it being a homer. 

hit carried other features than 
that of tieing a record of winning a 
ball game. It was the first hit {n the 
American League under the rule passed 
last Winter which allows the batsman 
full credit for a home run even if a 
runner breaks the tie score before the 
big smash is cashed in at the plate. 
Ruth trotted around the bases behind 
Peck Ward, but he had to bump 
aside a few enthusiastic fans who 
rushed on to the field when the ball left 
Babe's bat and crowded along the third 
base line for a close-up of their hero. 


Babe Fans in the Ninth. 


Ruth had faced an opportunity to 
bring the game to an end in the ninth 
inning when he faced Burwell with one 
out and the pases empty. Burwell sct 
the slugger down on strikes and this 


performance undoubtedly encouraged the 
St. Louis moundsman when Babe step- 
ped to the’ plate in the eleventh. There 
was no opportunity to pass the mauling 
menace, anyway, as ard’s gle and 
Pipp’s bunt, on which Ward beat Bur- 
weil’s throw to second, put runners on 
first and second bases. o fill the bases 
with none out by walking Ruth wae sui- 
cide to Burwell’s chance of winning. 
To play the string out offered a slight 
hope of success. Burwell ran the count 
to three balls and two strikes t all 
he had on the next one and e did 
the same. It bounded off the _ top 
frieze, landed in deep right field and the 
procession went over the plate.

NEW LONDON, Conn., July 15.—Dr. 
W. H. Gray, the Medical Examiner, de- 
nied today that black and blue marks 
on the throat or other evidences of at- 
tack were found in their investigation 
of the death of Mrs. Florence Mercedes 
De Cordova; who was killed on Monday 
afternoon .by her ‘chauffeur, Bernard 
Geissler, who afterward committed sui- 
cide. 

The statement that she had been 
choked and attacked was made by Dr. 
F. I. Payne, of Westerly, R. I., in a 
report which he made to the New Lon- 
don Prosecutor. The two, medical men 
were equally positive in making their 
contradictory statements. 

“I can state emphatically,’’ Dr. Gray 
said, ‘“that there were no. black and 
blue marks anywhere on Mrs. De Cor- 
dova, nor: any. other evidence of vio- 
lence except the bullet wound.’’ 

Medical Examiner: Gray’s statement 
was supported by Coronor Franklin H. 
Brown. of Norwich, who was present 
at the examination by’ Dr. Gray. -

Only Family and Close Friends at 
the Funeral. 


"The funeral of Mrs. De Cordova was 
held yesterday at her home here, 251 
West Elghty-ninth Street. Her hus- 
band, Arthur De Cordova; her two chil- 
dren and a few other relatives and in- 
timate friends were present. Seven au- 
tomobiles took the funeral party to 
Woodlawn Cemetery.

REDS ALSO TAKE KAMENETZ 





Red Troops Drive Ukrainians from; 
“ Kamenetz-Podolsk and Occupy 
Town—Warsaw Full of Refugees. 





LONDON, Friday, July 16.~The Bol- 
sheviki occupied Vilna Wednesday 
afternoon without opposition, according 
to a dispatch to The London Times 
from Kovno. 

The dispatch adis thet Lithuanian 
and Bolshevist troops jointly hold 
Landuarovo, ten miles west of Vilna, 
and are negotiating for the future dis- 
position of the town,.which the Bol- 
sheviki © probably - will transfer to the 
Lithuanians. 

Russian Bolsheviki forces have forced 
their way across the Vilip River, in 
the province of Vilna, on the north, 
and have driven the Poles out of the 
city of Kamenetz-Podolsk, on the 
southern end of the Polish front, ac- 
cording to an official statement issued 
in Moscow yeSterday-> and received here 
by wiretess. 

West of Molodetchno,’ northwest of 
Minsk, the Soviet forces are approach- 
ing the positions held by the German 
armies during the Polish campaign of 
1916,~the statement Says. In the region 
of Baranovichi . and Slutsk, ‘south of 
Minsk, the Bolshevist advance continues‘ 
succéssfully, it is declared. 

Fierce resistance on the part of the 
Poles on the entire front between the 
Dubre and Dniester Rivers is reported 
in the statement. 


WARSAW, July 15 (Associated Press). 
~Women soldiers have taken up posi- 
tions for the defense of Vilna. They 
have been assigned to an eight-mile 
front. 

Ali the women are equipped with 
American boots and are being fed partly 


by the Ameritan Young Woman’s Chris- 
tian Association. They are under the 


command of*Mfne. Goercz, who fought 


with General Pilsudski against the Ius- 
sians and who also operated last year 
with the women during the siege. of 
Lemberg. 

Conmmnndes Goercz is 26 years. old, 
she contends that women can hold their 
own alongside the men, even in the front 
line. Mmé. Goercz has about 1,000 wo- 
men under her command. Many of 
them are strong women of the factory 
type, Who are eager for excitement and 
adventure. 

The woman commander is in charge 
of all her own transport system and. 
rolling kitchens, and fighting equip- 
ment except artillery 

Additional detackmiante of women are 
being formed throughout Poland for -de- 
fense of the Republic as soon as their 
numbers. justify it, Mme.

“‘- Who will the others be?”’ 

“ Well,”*-said the official, after a mo- 
ment's hesitation, ‘does . it. matter 
much? ’’ 

That little conversation about the Spa 
conference, the most important interna- 
tional happening since the signatures 
were put to the Treaty of Versafiles, 
puts the present situation in Gerntany 
in a nutshell. The .Government—any 
Government—may agree to this or that, 
may sign anything; but the final word, 
the final deed, rests with Hugo Stinnes. 

Who is this man who held up the Spa 
conference so dramatically and who 
hoped to hold up Burope and dictate 
to it, before he is done with it? He is a 
man of Jewish origin, born less than 50 


‘years ago. If you saw him at work at 


his desk with his coat off you would 
take him to be a. clerk in a colliery of- 
fice. He is always carelessly and- shab- 


bily dressed. His shoes are habitually }. 


down at heel.’ With his close-cropped, 
dark hair and black beard and mus- 
tache, his palljd features, his twisted 
nose and his large, sharp eyes, he looks 

a-sinister figure. To-him power’ is the 
breath of life.” It isnot in him to play 
second fiddle, .He left his father’s great 
business because. those over him were 
in’ his way. He launched out for him- 
self and on his own lines. 

Nation’s Biggest War Profiteer. 

To hear much of him before the war 
you had to go to the Miilheim coal re- 
gion or to British, German and French 
ports where the export is mainly coal. 
Yet before those fateful days of August, 
1914, he was a millionaire several times 
ever. The war gave him a great chance, 
and, grasping the opportunity, he be- 
came the Fatherland’s biggest war prof- 
iteer. 

His coal enabled the Goeben and Bres- 
lau to reach safety in the Dardanelles. 
He amassed millions out of Belgium be- 
tween 1914 and 1018. His was the in- 
famous idea to despoil the Belgian: fac- 
tories and. deport Belgian workers. He 
could order Hindenburg and Ludendorff 
about. The ex-Kaiser entertained a 
lively fear and sneaking admiration for 
him, and while Germany was being 
fought down he was piling up his finan- 
cial fortunes and adding to the sources 
of his power. The exploits of American 
railway kings, oll] magnates and. steel 
barons are almost child's oped when 
compared with his. . 


Herr Ballin, the great chieftain of the 
Hamburg-American Line, but- the ways 
of the two men were fundamentally dif- 
ferent. ‘‘ The secret of success of my 
concern,”” Ballin once told me, ‘is that 
in it there is no place for a smart young 
man.

American Associates Are Reported 
Ready to Offer Government a 
Big Percentage on Sales. 


George J. Whelan sailed for Paris on 
the Imperator yesterday to attend what 
may prove to be final conferences with 
French Government officials over the 
disposition of the French tobacco mo- 
nopoly.. Especial significance was at- 
tached to his trip in the financial dis- 
trict yesterday, because of a report that 
Mr. Whelan, Thomas F. Ryan and 
James B. Duke, the three associates in 
the tobacco proposal, had obtained as- 
surance from bankers that sufficient 
capital to finance the project would be 
ready for them if the transaction was 
closed. It remains, according to this 
rumor, only for the French Ministry of 
Finance to accept the vlan in order to 
put all tobacco sales.in France under.

Thomas F. Ryan went to Europe last 
week on the Olympic and is expected to 
meet Mr. Whelan in Paris. The latter 
was accompanied yesterday by Clinton 
M. Hall, a former,member of the Stock 
Exchange, who has joined Mr. Whelan's 
force in the expansion of the foreign 
business of the United Retail Stores Cor- 
poration. Irrespective of the outcome of 
conferences with French officials, it was

Chemicals Also Will Require Indi- 
vidual License as 
Before. 


Special to The New York. Times. 
‘WASHINGTON, July 15.—New rules 
and regulations governing the importa- 
tion of controHed commodities into the 
United States were issued today by the 
War Trade Board Section of the State 
Department. 

Under these rules the general import 
license which was required under rulings 
issued by the War Trade Board on Aug. 


15, 1919, has been revised and extended 


so as-to permit the importation into the 
United States from all countries of the 
world, without indiyidual licenses, of all 
commodities excepting certain stated 
products, The exceptions are synthetic‘ 
organic drugs, synthetic organic chemi- 
cals, dyestu edema uets derived direct- 
ly or indirectly from coal tar, including 
crude and intermediate products and 
mixtures an@ compounds of such prod- 
ucts. For e importation of. all these 
excepted commodities individual import 
licenses will continue to be required. 

This will control the importation of aye- 
stuffs from Germany. 

The new rules and requirements gov- 
erning importation of controlled .com- 
modities are announced by the State 
Depa: ent as follows: 

** All applications for licensés must be 
made in triplicate on form M provided 
for the purpose. he rules and regu- 
lations must be complied with strictly.

“Licenses for the importation of. dye- 
‘stuffs of German make or origin, sim- 
ilar kinds or satisfactory substitutes of 
which are unobtainable in the United 
States on reasonable terms as to price, 
quality and delivery, may be -granted 
in Mmited quantitfes for use of con- 
sumers to meet their own special man- 
ufacturing requirements, in conformity 
with special rules and requirements as 
follows:

Allocation certificates must 
be secured from the War Trade Board 
Section. On request, special forms will 
be furnished ¢onsumers for application 
for allocation certificates, which, when

This will 
increase. the operating expenses of the 
company about $500,800 a year. .The 
new agreement was signed yesterday 
by Job E. Hedges, receiver of the 
company, acting under instructions of 


- Federal. Judge Mayer and twenty-one 


representatives ef the seven locals of 
the “Brotherhood of New York Rail- 
ways Company Employes. 

The prebent increase, which is 
the third, makes a total increase of 35 
per cent. since the conipany passed into 
the hands of a receiver. Mr. Hedges 
gaid he did not know where the money 
was to come from to micet the added 
cost of operation unless the com- 
pany was permitted to increase the 
fare above 5 cents. ‘In February last 
counsel for Mr. Hedges reported to 
Judge Mayer that the estimated cash 
balance fhe company would -have on 
hand on March 4 was $431,638 and 
that on June 3 the estimated balance 
was $160,888. _No new figures ac- 
companied the information yesterday 
relating to the increase in wages. 

Under the new rates’ the wages of 
motormen and conductors will range be- 
tween 57 and 67 cents an hour, according 
to length of service; sub-station oper- 
ators from 71 to 94 >cents, machinists 
from 49 to 74 cents, cable riggers from 
48 to’71 cents, storage. battery motormen 
from 53 to 62 cents, and other workmen 
in sproportion. Ten hours is to be con- 
sidéred a day's work, With time and a 
half for all overtime.
